OLD SPANISH CUSTOM . 


y'Th* H«cr«t*r]r of War Heeia#* Against IS 
at Havana. 
Washington, Dec. as.—The secretary 
of war has sustained the action of the 
military authorities in Cuba in what is 
familiarly known aa the 
"slaughter 
house case,” without prejudice, how­ 
ever, to the full legal rights of the 
claimants which are left to the future 
determination of the courts of Cuba. 
This case involves many legal questions 
aud bids fair to be a subject of litigation 
for years to come. 
This claim had its inception In a grant 
by the Spanish crown in I TSU, early in 
the century of Don Castro Puerta, of the 
privilege of holding* in his family in 
perpetuity the office of sheriff of Havana. 
The male line of the family having be­ 
come extinct, the office by permission of 
the Spanish crown (Missed to Count 
O’Reilly, then husband of the daughter 
of the recently deceased high sheriff. 
The last incumbent is the Countess 
O’Reilly, aud Bueuveutura, who is join­ 
ed in the issue by Dr. Don Gustavo Cal­ 
let Dupleszos of Havana, who purchased 
an interest in the emoluments of the 
office at public auction in Havana iu 
18U5. 
Tho principal emolument was a right 
to receive about $1 in gold for each head 
of large cuttle killed in Havana slaugh­ 
terhouses. Tile military governor of H a­ 
vana vacated this order on May 20, J HUP, 
and this was affirmed on appeal, by Gen. 
Brooke in August. 
The ease came up 
on appeal to the secretary of war and 
after several m onths consideration has 
just been decided against tho claim ants, 
so far as the United States is concerned.
